Report of School Board 


To the Parents and Citizens of Hebron :— 


In submitting to you the yearly report of the two 
schools maintained in town, of twenty-seven weeks each, 
it is very gratifying to state that we feel that this school 
year has been a successful one, and that you have reason 
for being well pleased with the results. 

The teachers have proved competent and faithful in 
their duties and have accomplished a work worthy -of 
especial commendation. By their efforts each school has 
been supplied with the ‘‘Educational Publishing Co.’s 
Thirty- Volume School Library.”’ } 

We would respectfully urge upon the parents as a 
duty to their children and justice to the teachers, to visit 
the school often, and so judge for yourselves, instead of 
relying entirely upon the report of others. While it is the 
duty of the teachers to govern and instruct the scholars 
during the school hours, it should not be expected that 
they can make up for non-attendance or tardiness, and 
that it is the wise parent who will encourage their children 
to be ‘‘ present’’ at the roll-call every morning as far as 
possible, and thus save the long lines of marks which the 
registers show. 

The services of M. Etta Richards, of Wilmot, were 
secured for the school year in the village. Miss Richards 
is a teacher of experience, ability and progressive. Her 
introduction of Nature studies and Drawing, proved of 
great interest to the scholars, and much progress was 
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made and should be taken up in all schools. Number of 
visitors for the year, 71. 

Miss Lura Clement, teacher for the school year in 
East Hebron, is a young teacher but has proved herself to 
be well qualified and worked hard for the interest of her 
pupils. Drawing and Nature Study were works of interest. 
A collection of Geological specimens were collected by the 
scholars. 

The Truant Officer gives the number of thirty-four 
children between the ages of five and fifteen.

Library Trustees’ Report 


‘* All of us in farm and rural homes feel a longing not 
only for better profits and larger material prosperity, but fora 
higher, broader, richer, and happier spiritual, social and 
intellectual life.’’ 

The people who work for a living—and that includes 
most of us—feel that we are starved if the mind and soul 
are not fed, as well as the body; and we are right. Who 
among our readers did not experience a sense of welcome 
and warmth and the inviting atmosphere of good books 
and magazines when their eyes fell on our village library. 

New Hampshire and Massachusetts were pioneers in 
enacting laws for the assistance of village libraries, and 
the results have richly warranted the small outlay of 
money. ‘The gift of a small library from the state is con- 
ditional upon a small sum of money annually appropriated 
by the individual town for its support. The plan works 
admirably, and is highly profitable in enhancing the at- 
tractions of the town as a place of residence, to say nothing 
of its retaining and educating influence on the rising 
generation.
